SECTION 1. [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2001] (a) There is1
appropriated to the department of education from the state general2
fund for distributions to school corporations for summer school3
programs the following amounts:4

(1) Twenty-eight million dollars ($28,000,000) beginning July5
1, 2001, and ending June 30, 2002.6
(2) Thirty million dollars ($30,000,000) beginning July 1,7
2002, and ending June 30, 2003.8
